Last night Sergeant Purcell and four uni- 
formed officers swooped down on the keno 
room over Gregory’s Winter Garden, at 
Fourth and Walnut streets, and made a raid. 
The last time the heads of the department 
hed this question of raiding before them 
they decided that they could not raid with- 
out bringing damage suits on their bonds- 
men. This was why the urn was nightiy 


turned at Pate’s without fear of 
any such interruption as a_ police 
visit, ever since the indictments 


were found by the grand jury before one 
now in session against some of the attaches 
ofthis house. Since then opposition has 
sprung up, and now four keno houses are in 
operation. The last one upis the first one 
to be knocked down, and not in the usual 
way, but by a policeraid.

A FAULTY FINDING. 


The Appellate Court Revises the Judg- 
ment Against Columbia Directors, 


In the Court of Appeals to-day Judge 
Bakewell handed down an opinion remand- 
ing the caseof Receiver Alexander against 
the Directors of the Columbia Life Insurance 
Company. When Judge Wickham oc- 
cupied the bench of Circuit Court No. 2 


he rendered a judgment, after a hearing of 
the case, in favor of the receiver. The action 
was had to recover from tne Columbia 
directorsasum in the aggregate amounting 
to about $50,000, first, for moneys paid out of 
the Columbia assets tothe directors for the 
loan of securities to exhibit to the Insurance 
Department with the view of showing the 
company to be in a solvent condition, when 
it was otherwise, and to recover the amount 
of dividends received by the directors on 
stock purchased with the funds of the com- 
pany. Judgment was given by Judge Wick- 

am on both causes of action, and it was 
rendered against the following parties: 
James Lupe, D. C. Stone, Joseph Bogy, Geo. 
J. Davis, Ben Williams and N. J. Co!man. 
The directors appealed the case, ahd Judge 
Bakewell delivers an elaborate opinion, 
which, however, does not treat of 
the questions of the _ directors’ lia- 
bility so much as upon the pleadings 
and the manner in which the case was tried 
and disposed of in the court below. It dis- 
cusses the form of the pleadings, the extent 
of them and the evidence offered at the dif- 
ferent stages of the case. The appellate 
court rules that counsel in. the lower court 
did not understand that the suit was 
pending for profits on stock; that 
neither the petition nor the amended pe- 
tition stated a case of recovery of profits on 
stock, and the finding of Judge Wickham on 
the pleadings and the evidence under the 
circumstances was improper. The case goes 
back to be tried again by Judge Horner, 
when the defects of practice will be 
remedied.

The Appellate Court Points His Error 
and Defines His Duty. 


Judge Thompson to-day in the Court of 
Appeals thus raps ata member of the cir- 


cuit bench below: 

‘“‘Wedo not need a dictionary nor alaw 
book, nor the testimony of an expert to teil 
us thata man who is employed to work in 
the daytime, and who is permittea 
to sleep at night, is not a watch- 
man at night. When the construction 
of a contract upon which the rights of par- 
ties litigant dependis drawnin question it is 
the duty of the court to expound its meaning 
to the young.’’ 

This was a reversal of the case of Brooks vs. 
Standard FireInsurance Company, in which 
Judge Ilorner had refused to 
instruct the jury that a man employed as 
above was not a watchman, but left to be in- 
ferred whether he w®*s or not.

The law 
upon these points as given in the PosT-DIs- 
PATCH, was ciearly stated by Mr. Davenport, 
after which the geutlemen re- 
tired for consultation. They have 
agreed to inform their attorney some- 
time thiseveningin regard to the course 
they will pursue. If their answer isto go 
ahead, a petition wil! be immediately filedin 
the Circuit Court, asking for the sum- 
mary proceedings provided forinthe cases 
of contested corporation elections. 
Among the facts to be relied 
upon to invalidate the election is the one 
thatA. B. Ewing, as judge, was also a can- 
didate on the Green ticket. It is now known 
that the judges adopted a curious course in 
counting the ballots. It is stated on 
good authority that they reed 
to count the contents of the boxes containing 
the uncontested votes, as well as the 257 in 
dispute, first, and in this way, to ascertain 
whether they could still count the proxies 
and elect Green. When thev had 
completed the first two boxes, it 
was made plain that the proxy votes would 
defeat Green, and they were rejected.

agreement for an interest therein. The 
court below found in fayor of the adminis- 
trator and the higher court reverses it, 
holding the action was properly brought 
against the administrator individually and 
not in his representative capacity. An 
administrator who receives from a _ creditor 
of the estate a greatersum thanis due and 
applies the whole sum as assets of 
the estate is personally responsible for the 
excess above what isduetheestate. Judg- 
ment is given for $101 66 and interest at 6 per 
cent.

GREEN FACTS. 

After zealousiy espousingthe cause of Mr. 
GREEN both our esteemed morning contem- 
poraries are eloquently silent or silently elo- 
quent inconfessing judgment of their er- 
ror. They nolonger claimthat Mr. GREEN’s 
ticket was elected, or that the late election 
ended in histriumph. On thecontrary, their 
sudden silence shows that Mr. GREEN’s case 
is so pitifully weak and indefensible that 
even his friends are at a loss to apologize for 
him.

This wholesale disfranchisement took place 
in the face of the plain letter of the constitu- 
tionjthat ali stockholders can vote by proxy, 
a decision by the Courtof Appeals, that this 
cannot be ignored or defied by any charter or 
by law, and by the we!l-known universal cus- 
tom of proxy voting in all corporations. 
These are facts that have not been and cannot 
be denied. 

This wholesale disfranchisment took place 
by three nice young men put there by Mr. 
GREEN as judges of election. One of them— 
Gus. EWInG—was himself a candidate for 
director on the GREEN ticket, and thus 
virtually counted himself in. Another wasa 
brother of a candidate on the GREEN ticket. 
All three were GREEN’s friends and acted 
precisely as they were told to act by Mr. 
GREEN’S attorneys, who stood at the polis 
and managed the business. These are facts 
that have not been and cannot be denied. 
Thissame Returning Board, however, did 
count 257 votes for Mr. GREEN’sS ticket inthe 
face of the plain letter of the statute, in the

which he personally contro!led. This shows 
conclusively that the whole GREEN ticket 
Was terribiy weak and unpopular.

Mexico—lIts Railroads and Its People— 
Its Prospects. 


Ex-Gov. A. C. Hunt, of Colorado, arrived 
at the Planters’ House this morning. Gov 


Hunt has been lately much en- 
gaged in railroad building in 
Mexico. He is well known as the 


man who built the Denver and Rio Grande 
railroad andis now prominentiy identified 
with the new road, the Mexican National. 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter met the gentile- 
man this morning ana found him brimful of 
the enterprise. i 
‘*The Mexican National,’ said Mr. Hunt, 
“is being rapidly pushed. Weare work ing 
very hard and will soon be able to show very 
material progress.” 

‘*What are the termini of the road?’’ 

‘*It starts from Corpus Christi and runs 
to the city of Mexico. Sixty milesof it are 


now built and in two years We will surel 
have the two cities connected. 
That part of the line through 


Texas is called the Texas Mexican, because 
the Charter 89 requires. [t runs 200 miles 
across the Texan rpeninsula to Loredo, 
thence to Monterey. We have to depend upon 
the ocean for transportation, and we may be 
delaved, but, by the first of April, we will 
be able to show gocd growtb. 

‘“‘Tt is a narrow guage road??? 

“Yes: a three-foot like the Denver and 
Rio Grande. Sixty miles are now built into 
the interior of Old Mexico.” 

‘‘Are the other roads being pushed??’? 

‘Yes. The Mexican Central, which joins 
ihe Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, 
at El Paso, and will run to the city of Mexi- 
co, is being finished as rapid!y as possible.’’ 

‘*‘What do you think of the future of 
Mexico?’’ 

‘*f think Mexico as good a place as any in 
the world for a sensible, civil American to 
get into. To succeed, ail he has 
io do is to learn’ the language, 
attend to his own business aud let the people 
and the Government alone. The latter will 
soon be as stable as in the country.”’ 

‘“*You think the Mexicans are on the way 
to proeperity?” 

‘Certainly, and the rallroads, when 
built, will help them to it very quickly. 
They are a good, industrious 
peoples and they baye never been rightly 
represented or written up. The troubi is 
that there is nomiddle class. Allthe Mexi- 
cans, as a rule, are either very richor very 
poor. Everybody who works, works for 
somebody else. Of course, in 
some of the cities there is what 
you might calla middie class. They make 
saddles, harness, shoes, etc., but in the old 
slow way, by hand. Ittakes them, for in- 
stance, two days to make a 0»pair of 
shoes. Mexico ought to be a 
great agricuitural and grazing country, 
and the railroads will oring in this very mid- 
die class. They will also furnish the people 
with implements, etc, and will in every way 
make old Mexico a great country within a 
few veais. The people are honest and iadus-* 
trious. The lower class are just what 
is wanted to buiid up any country. They 
work bard and faithfu'lv for little money. 
When the middie class is established, then 
look out for great things.”’ 

Gov. Hunt will remain in the city a day 
or two, attending to bis railroad business.

Closing the Door—A Five Million Crop— 
Other Items. 


Speculative interest now centers in Feb- 
ruary wheat, which is popularly supposed 
to be “cornered.”? The squeeze appears to be 
a little previous, as it were, and in the minds 
ofsome itis thought it wili not amount. to 
much, and will either end through a speedy 
settling up of the February contracts now 
outstanding, or else meet a disastrous end 
through increased receipts and a heayier 
load than the longs will care about carrying. 
The shortage for February cannot be arrived 
at,some placing it at a million bushels or 
over, While others say it willnot near ap- 


proach a million. The deal is 
controlled by two parties, one a 
inoneyed and daring speculator, and 
likewise an unyielding ‘*buil,” and the other 
the head ofa prominent commision house, 
though there may be others who hold a 
small amount and are tailing after these 
bigger fich. The stock of No. 2 red winter af 
the Jast report was about 494,000 bushels. 
Inspections for along time past of this grade 
have been extreme!y small, and as the stock 
is held either by the principal longs them- 
selves or by the parties whoare short Februe- 
ary and are carrving the cash through this 
month so as to deliver upon their February 
contracts. offerings of fresh receipts have 

been insignificant and some of the sborts be- 
came frightened into buying out. This prese 
sure to buy resuited in the sharp ad- 
vance that has lately taken 
place, and forced prices up above a parity 
with all other markets nthe country. This 
market is so far out of line thatitis attract- 
ing the attention of every market and 
country shippers that can get their grain 
here, and shipments from Toledo and other 

points are spokenof. Yesterday a St. Louis 
firm sold 10,000 bushels for February that is 

said to be the forerunner ofa 50,000 bushel 
lotto be shipped here from a point inIndiana. 
This Indiana wheat has been received before 
and is of a most excellent quality. It readily 
inspec!s No. 2, and is worth, so miller’s say, 
one and two cents more than the average No.

The French wheat 
crop is estimated to be 8,000,000 bus. short 
of last vear’s crop. Itis estimaied that there 
are 12,000,000 bus. of wheat in store «at 
Odessa.. The :mports of wheat and flour into 
the United Kingdom from Aucust 27 to 
December 27, 1881, were equal to 41,996,770 
bus., against 45,862,271 ous. forthe same time 
in 1880.

The 
door of the oftice was open and on looking in 
she saw Lambert inthe room.
